1. Schematic Representation* 



2. Already in 1945 the III/B/C/M in Prague had 
organised an "agent line” for its expfnsi on plana in- 
to Germany. It wue through this "line" that the Prague 
Base sent its agents into Bavaria, sent its couriers 
for regular contact with the despatched agents, and 
has transmitted &nd reoeived information and instruc- 
tions. 

5. in January 1946 the III/B/C/M thought up 
a special operation for the chief of the established 
Munich Bunker (l/B-P/5), AndriJ PBCZABA. This opera- 
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tion was aimed to accomplish two objectives: 

(a) To enter the UHVR in order to camouflage its own 
activity under that of the Ukrainian organizations 
and societies; to use the Ukrainian facilities to 
dispateh its own agents into any part of the world 
whereever the Ukrainian emigration goes. 

(b) To penetrate the UHVR; that is to learn all about 
the UHVR activity and, especially, to learn the 
detail© on the UHVR lines of communication with 
the UPA and Banderovtsi in the Ukraine. 

4. The UHVR, though, claims to have thwarted this 
attempt. The UHVR knew PECZARA and knew that he was in 
the employ of the SIS. Consequently when he approached 
the UHVR offering the Ukrainians his support and his 
facilities "for crossing into Czechoslovakia to (Jkrai- 
na", the UHVR thought up a plan of its owni 
The UHVR organized a special UHVR Student Society with 
Hq. at Munich, Ftihrichstr. 53/11 for PECZARA and his 
helpers to penetrate. Other Ukrainians innocently joi- 
ning this organization were not told that it was only 
a sham organization, but several people were planted in 
this student organization to observe PECZARA and his 
helpers. The UHVR also accepted PECZARA* s offer to 
help the UHVR messengers to go into Czechoslovakia; 
the UHVR sent several people through PECZARA* s line, 
but none were sent into Ukraina; only innocent Ukrai- 
nians wishing to visit CkcaAnalovakia on family business 
were encouraged to take advantage of PECZARA* s offer.
